dike, empounding the waters of Gleno 
Lake collapsed last Saturday. 


Bergamo, Dec. 3—Six hundred dead, 


three villages destroyed and 50 square 
miles made desolate. 
This was 
the 


toll of the flood from Glenco Lake when 
the great dike guarding It collapsed, 
releasing the irresistible force of the' 
water,- which, bursting forth in 
mad 


fury, carried all before it. It swept 
over the* hills and down into the val- 
leys for a distance of 15 miles into 


Lake Isco.

Bergamo Valley today Is 
nothing 


but a barren waste of mud and water 
—a veritable lake^n which it is dan- 
gerous to Ventura, for in some places 
it is over a man's head." In this soggy

: Evolution, says Dr. Paul Kammerer, biologist of the Univer- 
sity ofVienna, is the great aid to prohibition. Coming to this 
country to lecture on Darwinian evolution, he proceeds to ap- 
ply the great evolutionary principle, inheritance of acquired 
characteristics, to our current liquor problem. 


"Our descendants," he says, "will learn more quickly what 


we know well, will execute more easily what we have ac- 
complished with great effort, will be able to withstand what 
injured us almost to the point of death.Where we have sought 
they will find; where we have begun, they will end. 


This reasoning seems true enough in past experience, over 


long periods. It is well known for example, that such diseases 
as chicken pox and measles, now comparatively harmless to 
the white race, are very dangerous to primitive races unac- 
customed to them. A "common cold" of which we think little 
may kill an Eskimo or South Sea Islander who has not built up 
hereditary resistance to it. 


As for learning to do things more easily, it is not true that 


the children in families accustomed to education usually make 
better progress than the children.of ignorant peasants? Even 
such a trivial thing as learning, to ride a bicycle or drive an au- 
tomobile seems a little easier to the children of parents who 
have learned it before their birth. 


Coming down to the practical application of this principle, 


Dr. Kammerer says: 


"The next generation will be born without any desire for 


liquor if the prohibition law is continued and' strictly en- 
forced."

- 


That is pretty rapid evolution, yet it may work as he says. 


Dietetic habits are more easily altered than many other kinds 
of habit. Here is perhaps the most-powerful argnment yet 
brought forward for strict prohibition enforcement. The great 
trouble now comes from a previously acquired taste, which 
can be outgrown. It is worth while to bend every effo- 
this 


purpose, if it will mean the freedom of the next g

from all desire for alcohol. 


Immigration Frauds

Representatives of an Italian immigration society, tx-^ufying 


before a congressional committee, make charges of wholesale 
fraud for thep urpose of bringing into the country immigrants 
having no right to entry.

The society, which aims to work 
in co-operation with our government, has uncovered thous- 
ands of illegal entries in the last few years. 


Evidence of such frauds has come from various other sourc- 


es, and there is no question about the matter. Something has 
to be done about it to make the American restrictive law ef- 
fective. 


There are other immigration leaks, however, more menac- 


ing than this bold tampering with the established machinery of 
immigration. Chief among them is the smuggling of immi- 
grants over the Canadian and Mexican borders. On the long- 
stretches of frontier it is comparatively easy to avoid 'the'toun- 
try and slip into the country by unfrequented roads. 


Hundreds of thousands of Mexicans are believed to have 


entered the United States in this way in the last two or three 
years. These illegitimate entrants may outnumber the net im- 
migration handled through the regular ports of entry. This 
"bootleg immigration" calls for action no less loudly than the 
bootleg liquor traffic.
